firm which did the county’s 
survey audit-to aid county

E ub an k s in 
setting up the system, an ­ 
ticipating it would take two 
months to accomplish. 
“ Now this commissioners 
court can go down in the 
history of this county as 
accomplishing more in our 
bookkeeping and accounting 
sy stem 
than 
any 
other 
predecessor,’’ Judge Ryan 
commented. “ As I've said 
time and time again, w e’re 
living in 1974 America, and 
I'm sure you'll all agree that 
our accounting system 
is 
antiquated for the type of 
government we ought to be 
giving the people of this 
county. What was good or 
true 50 years ago is not the 
accepted procedure today,” 
he added. 
Judge Ryan also pointed

$10,000

“em ergency” funds to take 
care of any necessary a d ­ 
ditional 
expense

The city council Monday 
night approved an ordinance 
which would allow them to 
institute rationing at 
any 
time by passing a simple 
resolution. 
A 
special 
meeting has been called for 
Thursday morning to pass 
such a resolution. 
The watering of 
lawns 
between the hours of 2 p.m. 
and midnight is expected to 
be banned at that time. 
Al 
Dougal, 
director 
of 
planning and engineering, 
told the council that 
the 
ex tre m e 
m easu re 
is 
needed because Plano ran 
out of water Sunday night. 
The city pumped nine and a 
half million gallons of water 
Sunday and by 7:30 p.m. 
there was no water in the 
Dallas North Storage Tank 
and only about three feet in 
the P arker Road Storage 
Tank, he said. The system 
had recovered by 7 a m. 
Monday. 
Despite repeated appeals 
issued 
through 
the 
news 
media to conserve water, the 
problem 
has 
becom e 
critical. Dougal 
stressed. 
Since the first of June the 
city has pumped more than 
seven million gallons 
on 
each of 12 days and more 
than eight million 
gallons 
on six days. 
“We can't keep a reserve 
in our elevated tanks if we 
pum p 
m ore 
than 
eight 
million gallons day 
after 
day,” he said. “ If we can cut 
the water usage from 2 p.m. 
til midnight we will have 
enough w ater available to 
fight 
fires. 
We 
must 
do 
something and we cannot 
add capactiy to the system. 
We have a 
lot of hot, dry 
weather ahead of us.” 
City 
m a n ag e r 
David 
Griffin told the council that 
the “no afternoon w atering” 
plan would be the easiest to 
en fo rce and 
councilm en 
asked 
him 
to

for 
Thursd >\. 
“ If people will cooperate 
by watering in the morning, 
we have enough water for 
them ,” Griffin stressed “ but 
the use must be judicious.”

Schultze 
displayed several pictures of

— Five years ago, Jean 
Agress was a lone street 
merchant selling flowers on 
B e rk e le y ’s 
Telegraph 
Avenue. Today his wooden 
toys are only one display of

sidewalk 
merchants. 
In addition to the arts and 
crafts vendors, 
about 
17 
regulars have creatively 
built vending carts they set 
up in front of the University 
of California campus, selling 
food and drinks that range 
from fresh orange juice and 
pretzels to tacos and hot 
Chinese dishes. 
A city ordinance allows a 
maximum of 400 licenses a 
year to crafts vendors plus 
50 for food vendors. This 
year’s license quota 
has 
almost been filled, and the 
city manager’s office has a 
waiting list of 150 persons. 
The 
ordinance 
allows 
vendors 
to set 
up 
their 
sidewalk stores anywhere in 
commercially zoned areas in 
Berkeley, across the bay 
from San Francisco. But the 
prime vending spots have 
been concentrated on a 110- 
foot strip at the campus 
main gate and four blocks of 
Telegraph Avenue. 
Until about a month ago, 
because of the rapidly in­ 
creasing competition among 
vendors, Agress, 27, had to 
be on the avenue as early as 
I a.m. Sometimes he stayed 
through the night in his 
sleeping bag 
to get 
the 
choicest spot for business. 
But 
a 
city-supported 
weekly rotation system has 
been in operation the past 
month that assigns places 
for eight weeks at a time. If 
he does not like his com­ 
puter-assigned spot, he can 
go to a nearby park at IO 
a .rn. for an open daily lottery 
among vendors to get a 
second choice. 
The rotation system 
is 
largely a product of vendors 
themselves who 
proposed 
their alternative to the city. 


The sign-ups for assigned 
spots and the lotteries are all 
manned by volunteer ven­ 
dors at the park, which in the 
1960s was the scene of bitter 
confrontations 
between 
police, students and street 
people. 
“ The system is working 
surprisingly w ell,” said 
Forrest Craven, assistant to 
the city manager. 
“ There’s 
tremendous 
community spirit among 
us,” 
Agress said. 
“ We 
almost are an ethnic group.” 
Increased competition has 
greatly elevated the level of 
street craft quality, ac­ 
cording 
to 
Agress. 
Until 
recently, he said, the ar­ 
tisans were treated like 
street 
people, 
grouped 
together with panhandlers 
and peddlers. 
Agress took out an $8,000 
loan with three other folks to 
buy woodworking machines 
a couple of years ago and 
now brings home about $80 a 
week from the sale of his 
toys at roughly half the store 
price.
